Berlin—M3)—Berlin emerged today 


from its second night of Communist 
rioting with ten persons dead, and 
at least 130 more or less seriously 
injured. Many hundreds were under 
arrest, with property damage consid- 
erable. Last night's total -was three 
dead and 20 injured. 


At daybreak- police, armed with 


hand grenades, tear 
bombs, 
ma- 


chine guns, and protected by armour- 
ed cars, found that the Communists 
had abandoned barricades they had 
built on Herman-strasse, Ifeukolin, 
southeastern Berlin. 


After the first stages of fighting 


last night the 
constabulary 
con 


tended itself with throwing a heavy 
cordon around the area and awaiting 
daylight, realizing that to attack the 
barricades in the dark would involve 
heavy loss of life. 


They found the street in ruins as 


they entered it. Materials which were 
to have~been used for a subway ex- 
tension had been worked into the 
barricades, paving blocks were torn 
up, trees uprooted, windows smashed, 
and stores looted for more than a 
mile.

years of my incumbency I acquired 
a half interest in a coparnership, 
and became the largest stockholder 
in a corporation, both-producers and 
therefore both interested 
in state 


and interstate commerce, but I was 
careful not to violate the time-hon- 
ored statute which prohibits the sec 
retary of the'treasury from being di- 
rectly or indirectly interested in the 
business or trade Or commerce." 


"The fact that we had to sell 


what we produced did not change 
the nature of our business from 
that of producers to that of trade 
or commerce. Trade and commerce 
with us, and with me, was an inci- 
dent to the business of production 


"The statute needs no ' elucidation 


from me and yet I suggest that the 
members of the first congress evi 
dently thought it would be unwise 
perhaps imprudent, to have a trades 
man secretary of the treasury. Hence 
Itae statute .and hence the admirable 
•wording thereof. 
It is careful no 


to prohibit producers-, either farmers 
or manufacturers, though both are 
necessarily interested in trade. The 
fathers limited the inhibition to thos< 
who are interested in the business o 
trade.

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REAL PROHIBITION 


ENFORCEMENT 


Congress has spent most of the week 


debating prohibition. It has become 
the accepted pastime of both houses. 
The wets are forcing the issue and the 
drys are more and more on the defen- 
siA-e- It is a peculiar situation when we 


' consider that only a little more than 


six months ago the country, on the 
face of things, indorsed a dry admin- 
istration, elected a dry president and 
rejected by an extraordinary vote a 
wet candidate. 


Either the election was of no signifi- | 


cance as to prohibition or there has 
been a radical change since that time. | 
The change has not been such as to 
threaten the eighteenth amendment, 
for most really dry states are as dry as 
ever, .but it has perceptibly shaken dry 
confidence and dry militancy. We think 
this has been due to two principal 
causes. The first is a growing convic- 
tion of the'hypocrisy of prohibition en- 
forcement, and the second is the ruth- 
lessness of enforcement methods that 
kill without accomplishing anything. 
The* shooting of an isolated 
offender 


here and there, whose operations are 
relatively small and unimportant, has 
' disgusted reasonable persons with the 


whole performance. 
Applause in the 


house of ^representatives over the kill- 
ing of a Washington youth has not 
improved the standing of the dry 
cause. It is'another case of fanatical 
fervor overreaching itself. 


There can be no proper criticism of 


^effective andL,rational enforcement of 


the eighteenth amendment so long as 
it is the-supreme law of the land. If it 
is unwise the quickest and best way to 
demonstrate the fact is by enforce- 
ment, as Mr. Hoover has asserted. But 
. the efforts toward enforcement must 
be hpnest, sincere and reasonable as 
well as determined. We have not that 
kind of enforcement and never have 
had. Whether President Hoover can 
bring it about remains to be seen. 


So far as actual conditions go, en- 


forcement has up to this time become 
more hypocritical and offensive 
and ' 


; therefore more calculated to invite re-/ 
- sistance. We reiterate that if the gov- 


ernment at Washington wishes to 


. demonstrate honesty in trying out this " 
1 unfortunate experiment, it will clamp 


the lid on the District of Columbia and 


- show to the rest of the country that 
- it can at least put an end to the farce 
, where it has complete and undivided 
; po\Ver.

It is quite apparent and generally 


conceded that the present session of 
the preparatory disarmament commis- 
sion of the League of Nations at Gen- 
eva is to terminate without results. 
The delegates are in a hopeless jumble 
over contrary and 
conflicting form- 


ulae, proposals and demands. The big 
powers which are 
alone 
concerned 


with armament, seem bent on doing all 
they can to prevent an agreement and 
to find reasons for rejecting the ap- 
peals and the plans put forward by the 
smaller nations. 


One cannot escape the impression 


that there is a lot of dust-throwing all 
around. We hear jtnuch about differ- 
: 


ences over globular and category dis- 
armament; there is a spectacular de- 
bate as to the distinction between lim- 
itation and reduction of armament. 
Another argument is staged over the 
suggestion that reserves be not includ- 
ed in the fixing of land forces. Some of 
this controversy is of merit and some 
of it without merit. Back of it all is a 
well disguised purpose on the part of 
one power to gain something out of 
disarmament at the expense of another. 
Back of it is an unwillingness to deal 
with naval and military reductions as 
a relative proposition. 


If the world progresses during the 


next century much less than a hundred 
years will elapse when we shall look 
back upon these hair-splitting confer- 
ences over disarmament as strange and 
almost simple-minded. Political schem- 
ers and doctrinaires are still leading 
millions of people by strings tied to 
the nose, who blindly permit them to 
do what they please without a thought 
of challenging their wisdom or their 
motives. 
Most of these doctrinaires 


and politicians are living in the past, 
and refuse to try to create or shape 
anything different in the future. 


If.the world wishes indeed to fight 


and settle its differences,by war, let it 
go ahead and arm to the limit. But if it - 
has any desire to live in peace and 
compose its disagreements amicably, 
then it ought to govern itself accord- 
ingly and undertake seriously to cut 
down both land and sea armaments 


' that are utterly ^ inconsistent with 
peace aims and the peace idea, and 
which, are a burden upon the people 
that takes much out of their lives with- 
out-giving one iota in return. 


If-the world progresses it will pro- 


gress toward peace and not toward 
war. It will and must find ways to rid 
itself of gigantic and costly war ma- 
chines. There is nothing progressive in 
the exhibition being staged at Geneva. 
It i's an incident that makes for effec- 
tive ridicule by alarmists and militar- 
ists, and it is a grievous disappoint- 
ment to all those who sincerely wish 
for enlightened steps toward peace and 
genuine disarmament.

Today's Anniversary 


WASHINGTON CHARTERED 


One hundred and twenty-seven years ago today 


"Washington, D. C. was incorporated as a city by 
an act of Congress. Its charter provided for a 
mayor to be appointed annually by the president 
of the United States and for a council consisting 
of two houses. This form of government, with a 
few minor changes, remained in force until 1S71, 
when Congress revoked this charter and estab- 
lished territorial government throughout the 
whole of the District of Columbia, 


This act of 1871 took the ballot away from the 


citizens of the capital and that feature has been 
the source of much controversy since. 


Tradition 
says that the site of the city was 


marked by Gcarge Washington when, as a young 
surveyor, he was scouring the surrounding coun- 
try. At all events, \Vashington, assisted by an 
advisory 
commission, chose the site in later 


years. 


President Washington seldom referred lo the 


city in conversation by the name which had been 
given it as a tribute to him. Instead, he usually 
called it "the Federal City."

The skin is thicker in some plac- 


es than in others, being about six- 
teen hundrcdths of an inch on the 


palms of the hands and the sales of 
the feet, and about two-hundredths 
of an inch in the thinnest places. 


Few people realize that there are 


no blood vessels in the outer layers 
of the various layers that make up 
the skin. The blood vessels come to 
the lowermost layers and from them 
the fluid passes by a sort of seepage 
to the sweat glands that get rid of 
the fluid. There are sweat glands to 
the amount of over a thousand in a 
square centimeter on the palms of 
the hands. 


GROWTH OF HAIR 


Hair is considered medically mere- 


ly as an outgrowth of the cells of 
the skin. The hair consists of cells 
pushed out by the skin from an ac- 
tively growing nest of cells beneath 
the surface. The hair material is 
about the same as that of a callous 
or horny spot on the surface of the 
skin. 


The color of the hair is determin- 


ed by pigments just as the color of 
the skin may be, these being con- 
trolled largely by heredity. 
People 


are brown-haired, 
black-haired 
or 


blond, just as they may be white, 
yellow, red, black or brown accord- 
ing to their racial type.

New York—The capture of one of 


America's newest and most promis- 
ing industries has been determined 
on. by the middle west. The center of 
that great section of the country, 
long identified with the production 
of raw materials, 
now have sallied 


forth into the manufacturing: field 
and have decided thaf their- peculiar 
advantages -nill give them a com- 
manding lead in the production of 
aircraft. 
This intent has been crystalized in- 
to action by a score of midwest cen- 
ters, including cities in Ohio, Indi- 
ana, Illinois, Missouri, Kansas, Neb- 
raska and other states. St. Louis is 
spending $50,000 in an aeronautical 
survey and for advertising its ad- 
vantages as an aviation center. This 
survey has now been completed and 
presents cogent arguments for the 
location of airplane factories and air 
line terminals in that section. 


Already 
Cleveland 
plants are 


manufacturing the major portion of 
the airplane accessory requirements 
of the entire nation. 
Kansas City, 


Missouri, Chicago, and some Kan- 
sas Cities are equally advanced along 
certain lines. Indianapolis is turning 
out airplane motors and many sec- 
tions of the south are being called 
on for necessary textiles. 


SURVEY COMMUTED 


The survey just completed by St. 


Louis, first news of which is pre- 
sented in this 
dispatch, outlines 


what also must prove to be in some 
degree the advantages of that city 
and the whole 
of the mid-west. It 


stresses the central geographical lo- 
cation near the industrial and dis- 
tribution center of the nation. It out- 
lines 
the comparatively low labor

ASK RADIO OWNERS 


TO KEEP AERIALS 
FROM POWER WIRES 


Antenna Should Not Cross 


Wires Bearing Electricity, 
Company Warns 


Appteton radio owners are urged to 


cooperate with the Wisconsin Mich- 
igan Power Co. in an effort to carry 
out an order of the industrial com- 
mission prohibiting radio aerials 
from crossing over or under electric 
light or power wires of a circuit ex- 
ceeding 250 volts. Letters to this ef- 
fect were mailed out by the power 
company this week. • 


Owners are asked to inspect their 


radio systems, and to correct any 
wirlne: not in conformity with the 
commission's order. The danger of 
radio wiring and power wiring: cros- 
sing each other is r.pparent as per- 
sons are apt to be seriously shocked 
or injured if the wires happen to 
touch, it is pointed out. 


The letter isued by the power com- 


pany follows: 
"To all owners of radios: 


"We desire to call your attention 


to Order No. 1394 of the Industrial 
Commission of "Wisconsin relating to 
radio aerials and radio wires. This 
order provides that radio wires and 
aerials outside of buildings shall not 


cross over or under electric light or 
power/ wires of any circuit of more 
than 250 volts nor shall any such 
\viro be so located that a sagging 
of either the radio, ueru-.l wire or the 
electric light or power wires can re- 
sult in a contact betveen the radio 
aerial wire: and the electric light or 
power wire. 


"This order also provides that the 


radio aerials, and wires shall be con- 
structed and installed in a strong 
and durable manner and be so lo 
cated as to prevent accidental con- 
tact with light or power .wire by 
sagging or swinging. 


"Lead in wires on the outside of 


buildings shall not coAe nearer than 
4 inches to electric light and power 
wires unless separated from -them by 
a continuous and firmly fixed non- 
conductor tha|; will maintain perm- 
anent separation. 


"This matter is brought to your 


attention in the interests of safety 
and to prevent accidents. It frequent- 
ly happens that radio aerials are so 
constructed that 
by sagging , or 


breaking they may come in contact 
with a charged electric light or pow- 
er wire. As a result of cuch contact 
a person touching the radio aerial 
may receive a shock and suffer seri- 
ous injury. 


"With all radio owners kindly co- 


operate with the company in carry- 
ing out the orders of the Industrial 
Commission in the interest of pub- 
lic safety and to prevent accidents? 
Please inspect your radio 'aerials and 
make such changes as are necessary 
to comply with the Order of the In- 
dustrial Commission."

"We know that prison labor is 


competing with other kinds, but we 
must keep the men busy," Tie said. 
"Prisoners must be kept 
busy or

.Mr. Lee declared men would be 


competing in labor circles "if they 
were on the outside and said he 
could see no difference between in- 
side and outside competition. 


"Prisoners should pay their own 


way and they are doing it. The Wau- 
pun prison costs, the people of the 
state nothing over a period of years. 
Some years we show a gain and oth- 
ers a deficit, but in the long run we 
show a. net profit," the warden said 
and added, the people of the oul^ 
side should not be expected to pay 
for the upkeep of these men who 
have violated the laws. 


"I am not hard-boiled and neith- 


er am I a sentimentalist, Mr. Lee 


said. 'I do not believe in coddling 
prisoners and I believe that men 
who have violated the law ought to 
be made k.Tjv,- that thty art: paying 
a penalty for wrong doing."

son, Warden Lee stated that al- 
though the prison is operated nom- 
inally under the "silent system," the 
prisoners are permitted to talk dur- 
ing certain hours and that the sys- 
tem works no hardships on them.

tor 50 years lose none of their ab- 
ility to talk," he declared.
